The lot d rawin g was 
held in the 
cou rt hou se assembly room last n ight, 
when good fortu n e play ed man y per­ 
son s a sad trick while it treated oth­ 
ers more kin d ly . 
Almost all of the 
bu y ers were there an d a more en ­ 
thu siastic crowd of Ru shv ille boom­ 
ers n ev er gathered than was presen t 
last n ight.

The Association of In d ian a Brew­ 
ers has compiled statistics on the ar­ 
rests in In d ian a in the last three 
y ears, 1908, 1909 an d 1910, in which 
it is asserted that the ratio of ar­ 
rests for in tox ication to the total 
n u mber of arrests for misd emean ors 
is approx imately forty -fiv e per cen t 
for the y ear 1910, when sev en ty -on e 
of ‘the n in ety -two cou n ties of the 
State wen t “d ry ” u n ^er the cou n ty 
option law as again st twen ty -n in e 
per cen t in 1908, when the cou n ty op­ 
tion law wen t in to effect. 
The association giv es the percen t­ 
age of arrests for in tox ication to the 
total n u mber of arrests in forty -in e 
cou n ties in a report. 
Althou gh the 
assertion of the brewers may be tru e 
for the State so far as they hav ® 
gathered statistics, it is n ot tru e for 
Ru sh cou n ty .

1909, when saloon s were here on ly a 
few mon ths, the per cen t was on ly 
twen ty -on e or a fallin g off of twen ty - 
three per cen t. 
There was an in ­ 
crease in the percen tage of arrests 
for d ru n ken n ess in relation to the 
n u mber of arrests for all law v iola­ 
tion s in the y ear 1910, when there 
were n o saloon s here. That y ear the 
per cen t was thirty -fou r, accord in g 
to the report, which is thirteen per 
cen t greater than 'the y ear preced in g, 
bu t still ten les- than the y ear 1908, 
when the saloon s were here all the 
time.

Prem ier Asqu ith was amon g the 
speakers. 
He said in part: 
“On e of the tru ths which we have 
been slow to realize bu t which I be­ 
lieve is n ow firmly rooted in the min ds 
of all Christian men an d women on 
both sides of the Atlan tic, is that war 
between the En glish-speakin g peoples 
wou ld n ot on ly be a crime again st civ­ 
ilization , bu t an u n forgivable breach 
of those comman dmen ts en shrin ed an d 
con secrated in the New Testam en t, 
whereu pon both n ation s have been 
bred. 
There su rely cou ld n ot be a 
worthier, a more appropriate or a 
more splen did mon u men t to this ter­ 
cen ten ary than that which shou ld wit­ 
n ess the sealin g of a solemn pact be­ 
tween u s en din g on ce an d for all the 
hideou s an d u n thin kable possibilities 
of fratricidal strife.” 
Ambassador Reid 
then 
read the 
message sen t by Presiden t Taft, which 
was as follows: 
“It affords me very great pleasu re 
to presen t throu gh Mr. Reid my con ­ 
gratu lation s to those who in the moth­ 
er cou n try are commemoratin g so sig­ 
n al an historic even t as the pu blica­ 
tion of the Kin g Jam es version of. the 
En glish Bible. This book of books has 
n ot on ly reign ed su preme in En glan d 
for three cen tu ries, bu t has bou n d to­ 
gether as n othin g else cou ld the An ­ 
glo-Saxon n ation s, on e in blood, in 
speech an d in a common religiou s life. 
Ou r law’s, ou r literatu re an d ou r so­ 
cial life, owe whatever excellen ce they 
possess largely to the in flu en ce of this 
ou r chief classic, ackn owledged as 
su ch equ ally on both sides of the sea. 
‘‘American s 
mu st, therefore, with 
u n feign ed satisfaction join in than ks­ 
givin g to the God of the Bible, wiio 
has thu s bou n d together the old an d 
n ew world by so preciou s a tie. I can 
speak, I am su re, for my fellow-cou n ­ 
trymen in con gratu latin g you on so 
sign ifican t a commemoration .—W. H. 
Taft.”

30.—The 
net result of a fire which started in 
the assembly library of the 
$27,- 
000,000 eapitol building and spread 
through the western portion of the 
building, destroying ev erything in its 
path, from the third floor upward, is a 
loss of $7,000,000 and of records and 
documents almost priceless in v alue, 
and a suspension of state business. No 
insurance was carried because the 
structure was believ ed fireproof. The 
national eapitol at Washington cost 
$14,000,000 less than the Albany edi­ 
fice. 
The state library, containing 400,000 
v olumes, was enttirely destroyed, as 
well as a number of offices surround­ 
ing it. 
The other portions of the 
building, including the senate and as­ 
sembly 
chamber, 
are 
waterlogged. 
The flames, fed by inflammable rec­ 
ords and documents, spread rapidly 
and the library was a seething furnace 
w'hen the firemen arriv ed in response 
to an alarm. 
The entire western section of the 
eapitol is almost completely destroyed 
and half of the state departments are 
crippled and homeless. 
Frank lin B. 
Ware, the state architect, places the 
loss officially at $5,000.000, but nobody 
w'ould be surprised if it ultimately 
w’ent a few millions more. 
Samuel J. 
Abbott, aged sev enty-sev en, a civ il 
war v eteran, who was employed as a 
night watchman in the state library, 
Is supposed to hav e perished in the 
flames. His body has not been found. 


Legis lature Driv en to City Hall. 
The legislature will be doing busi­ 
ness for some time in Albany's city 
hall. 
The 
assembly chamber was 
soak ed with water and damaged by 
fire and smok e to such an extent that 
it will be a month at least before it 
can be used. 
The senate did not fare 
so badly, although‘ the rooms of the 
lieutenant gov ernor and senate clerk 
wrere 
dev astated 
with 
smok e 
and 
water. 
The departments which wrere 
put absolutely out of business by the 
fire were the state library and state 
library school, on the third and fourth 
floors of the eapitol, on the western 
end; the state court of claims, the 
legislativ e bill drafting department; 
the state superintendent of weights 
and measures, and the examinations 
department of the regents in the 
southwestern corner of the fourth 
floor of the eapitol. 
The senate libarv was sav ed from 
the flames, though» deluged with w*ater. 
The senate finance committee room 
the senate codes committee room, the 
assembly lav atory and the assembly 
engrossing 
room 
were wiped out by 
the fire. 
The offices of the state ex­ 
cise commissioner and public serv ice 
commission and of the attorney gen­ 
eral, adjutant general and rooms used 
by the national guard headquarters on 
the second floor, were rendered unfit 
for use by w ater, as well as unsafe for 
occupancy. 
Upon the first floor Commissioner 
of Education Draper’s office the state 
commission in lunacy, the rooms of 
the state board of charities and of the 
state treasurer and state tax commis­ 
sion were made uninhabitable. Other 
important state departments escaped 
the flames, although more or less af­ 
fected by the water.
